POSSESSION OF DEER SKINS 


A Court Decision Rendering the 


Law Inoperative. 


SAX FKANHribui, September 25.—The 


supreme court has just rendered a de- 
cision that makes the new game la 
providing for tbe punishment of persons 
having deer skins in their possession 
out of season, inoperative. A test of 
the law has just been made in a Hum- 
boldt county case. P. Aehbi'l, David 
Mackey and Lancaster Loftin were ar- 
rested for having deer skins in their 
possession out of season. They were 
found guilty of breaking the game law 
and sentenced to pay a One of $100 or 
go to jail for fifty days. They appealed 
to tbe supreme court for a writ of habeas 
corpus on tbe ground that they were 
illegally held. The supreme court calls 
attention to the inconsistency of a law 
which provides that it ia unlawful to 
sell deer skins at any time and also un- 
lawful to have possession of them after 
October 15th, and aska what is to be 
dune with the skins when the season 
closes and inquires how the destruction 
of all deer skins will aid in tbe preserva- 
tion of deer. Saya the court: "We eee 
nothing iu the law, either in language 
or purpose, which would sustain the 
^onstniction contended by the prosecu- 
tion. No offense known to law being 
charged tbe prisoners should be dis- 
missed."

The Supreme Court Reverses thi

The supreme court han reveraed the 


judgment of the superior court of thi 
county in the case of Owens vs. Meade 
and orders a new trial. 


A brief history of the case is this 


When 0. J. Meade waa sheriff he over 
paid Fresno county a largo amount, anc 
after his term expired he brought sni 
against the couuty for what he hat. 
overpaid, and cot judgment. He hat 
employed W. D. Grady aa hia attorney 
and after ths case was over Grady 
through Owens, aa assignee, bruugh 
suit againet Meade for his attorney fee 
claiming $1000. Meade insisted tha 
Grady had agreed to prosecute the sui 
for. $50, and had already been pale 
double that amount. Grady had as- 
signed his claim against Meade to Jame 
Gallagher, aud Gallagher assignttl it tc 
R. T. Owens, and then Owcna brough 
the auit, and was represented by Henr 
C. McPyke of San Francisco, and W 
IX Grady, while Stantou L. Carter rep- 
resented Meade, and the case waa tried 
before Judge Harris. Owens waa given 
judgment for $950, and the court denied 
an application for n new trial. The case 
has since then gone through the su- 
preme court, with the result as ^iveu 
above.

That affidavit 
nmet be made in all cases by the plaint- 
iff, or at least by a parly who has an 
actual personal knowledge of all of the 
facts of the case,which must be elated in 
the affidavit. If the affidavit is made 
by any person other than the client the 
affidavit must eet forth why it was not 
made by the client. In this case tbe 
affidavit of meriu waa made by one of 
the -attorneys of the plaintiff. That 
affidavit did not show why it was made 
by the attorney and not by the client; 
it did not contain any statement that 
the attorney knew all the facts of the 
case. It simply stated that plaintiff's 
caeo had merits, and that was a matter 
oflawandnotof facts; and also that 
plaintiff was,-the owner of the piano; 
and that was as the lawyers term it, a 
mixed question of law and faut." 


The icporter then called Mr. Cold- 


well'e attention to a case which waa 
claimed to be a parallel with the one 
mentioned in the 68 California reports, 
cited by the Expositor. Mr. Coldwell 
said: '"'That case waa very different 
from this one. In that case default had 
been taken against the defendant. In 
this case no default had been taken 
against the plaintiff. That would be 
impossible. 
Default can 
never be 


taken against a plaintiff. In this case 
judgment, had been entered against the 
plaintiff for failure to prosecute. Be- 
sides, in the case reported in u'S Califor- 
nia, the parties plaintiff were Indians, 
ignorant of business and unable to 
speak the English language.

Fall of Shelving in J. S. Hermann's 


Store. 


What might have been a fatal and 


dent, and which was an expensive one 
occurred about 3 o'clock yesterday after 
noon at J. S. Hermann's clothing and 
furnishing store at 1S22 and 1824 Mari 
posa street. The upper shelving along 
one whole side of the Rtore gave waj 
and 
fell with a tremendous crash 


breaking all the show cases on that sicl 
ol the store, and scattering boxea al 
over the floor. It was by chance tha 
some one or more persona were 110 
killed or badly injured, for usually thei 
has been some one behind the counte 
there, and had anyone been struck b 
the heavy shelving, loaded astheywer 
with boxes, the result must have bee 
very serious. 
The crash was beard a block or more 


away. The reason for the falling of th 
shelves was that a too great weight o 
goods bad been piled upon them, am 
they finally gave way under tbe contin 
ual strain. 


The loss was considerable, aside from 


the broken shelves and the ruined sho 
cases, and the injury to the articles in 
the show cases. . The goods from t 
shelves were scattered al I over 
floor, and nearly all of the boxes wer 
broken open, and the contents were 
rolled about in the dust. These goods 
while really as pood as they ever were 
will not do to go back on the shelves 
new goods, and the only way to diapos 
of them at all will be to sell them a 
whatever price can be obtained, even i 
it is nest to nothing. There waa no ii 
enrance against that kind of accident 
and the sacrifice in disposing of tries 
goods will be a heavy one for the tirn 
to make, but there seems to be no cthe 
way out of it.

It is also provided that the 
board of supervisors may allow the dis- 
trict attorney one deputy at a salary not 
exceeding (1300 per annum, if, in their 
judcment, the service of such deputy ta 
necessary. Under that provision of the 
law, which is applicable to.every county 
in this itatc, the district attorney of this 
connty is entitled to one deputy, to be 
paid by the county, if the board of su- 
perviaorB authorize him to appoint such 
deputy, and not otherwise. 


"Tbe provisions of the county govern- 


ment act, which are made expressly ap- 
plicable to counties of the eighth class 
(and Fresno is the only one of the eighth 
claM), provide tbat there shall be one 
district attorney, and that he may ol 
hifl own motion and without the author- 
ity of the Board of Supervisors appoint 
three deputy diatrictattorneys.

had plated themselves in when they 
p.urhftsed the Terry Wcvk. Hut tii*- 
pite all the arguments, which ooeumYd 
nearly two hour?, n motion lo reconsider 
was lost by a \cne ot i to 3, The ballot- 
ing of the numbers of the K»aid on 
every question pertdinins to liiis sub- 
ject has bronchi tbe same n-siilt- K-U-n 
and Gallaghi-r on ono side, Chim-h. 
Cummings and lladrell on ihe other. 


The question of the title to the prop- 


erty was brou-jht up by Mr. Gallagher 
last nifht. This was the signal for the 
discussion. Captain H. D. Colson aroei- 
and said that if it was within his pjwor 
to influence U.c lto.ir<l to rescind their 
action iu regard lo the purchase of the 
Terry propertv, he would be only too 
anxious to do'u. Hero Mr. Cliurcii in- 
terrupted thu f|ifiiker by informing him 
that there was no motion before tin* 
hou?e. Secretary Cumniings. however, 
immediately placed a question lefpre 
the house by moving a reconsideration 
Of the purchase of the Terry block. The 
motion was seconded, and Mr. tA>i«Mii 
continued. He fairt that tbe build i up 
was being plated at tbe extreme limit 
of the city instead of having it centrally 
located, and now while au opportunity 
had arisen in the question oi the title, 
he hoped they would rescind their ac- 
tion. He stated the purposes iu voting 
the?7;>000 for school bouses and now 
both building* were being placed in the 
extreme northern part of the district, in 
the lace oi the strong disapproval by the 
majority of those who voted, the bonds. 
They were voted by the people of the 
entire city, and now a portion of the 
city was w enjoy most of the benefits 
and tlie other part waa to be discrimin- 
ated against. Mr. Colson further stated 
that there waa more taxable propeity 
south of Mariposa street than north of it. 


J... L. Cory followed Mr. Colaon with 


a strong argument in the same line, and 
fully indorsing Mr. Colsou's remarks 
He said that the Central block waa cer- 
tainly the place for the building, and he 
saw no reason why it should be placed 
anywhere else. It was ihe concensus of 
public opinion that tbe action of the 
board should be rescinded. He said 
tbat since the matter had been agitated 
he had talked with hundreds of people 
and that be had failed to bear or see one 
single person who waa in favor of lorjit- 
ing tbp high school on, the Terry block. 
He spoke of the delay that would result 
from a question as to ibe validity of tbe 
title. The board was running a risk of ^ 
not getting a title at all. An attorney 
•who was well posted OD the status of tbe 
title to the property had told, him that 
it would be impossible to perfect it in 
less than six months. He .gave, it as 
his opinion tbat if the question was put 
to a vole nine out of every ten votes 
would disapprove tbe board's action. 
He nrged-upon the board the necessity 
of obviating any further delay, of which 
he paid there had already been too 
much. 


Dr. T. R. Meuz put in a vigorous pro- 


test against tbe purchase, and among 
other things he spoke of the sanitary 
couditiouB ol the land, which are very 
bad. Tbe ground is low, and it ie a 
well-known fact tbat all contagion reeks 
near- the surface. He gave instances 
where contageous diseases were of a 
much milder form iu high places than 
in low. 
0. J. Woodward argued principally on 


the point of the delay -, but still he was 
opposed to the Terry block, and thought 
the Central lot the proper place. The 
money, he taid, is now lying idle, cost* 
ing the taxpayers $12.50 a day, for 
which they are getting no returns. He 
added that he thought it was under- 
stood by every voter at the time that 
the bonds were voted that the building 
would be located on the Central block. 


Chairman 
Church 
was the ne^t 


Speaker. Ue argued in favor of the 
Terry block for the hithi school building. 
He thought the objection of. location a 
poor one, aa it was only one block 
further out than the Central building, 
and was nearer thecenterof population. 
He advanced the argument that it waa 
one of tbe best blocks in the city to or- 
nament and beautify, and the ground 
about the high echool should .be orna- 
mented and beautified. To do this for 
the grounds at the Central building was 
almost impossible. He said that, ac- 
cording to his *Asy of thinking, no 
serious objection had yet :been raised. 
They should treat the owners of the 
land fairly. 


Mr. Coleon arose and ana'wercd the 


arguments, stating that there were 
others besides the owners or. tbe prop- 
erty who ought to be faily treated. He 
ventured that nine out of every twelve 
peiEOus were in favor of having the 
building on tbe central block, which 
fact, he said, certainly ought to be 
recognized. Regarding the beautifying 
of the grounds, the central block could 
be made much more beautiful with ~ 
great deal less expense. 


Mr. CummiugB said that from the 


talks he has had with brick makers, the 
board will not be able to build this fall 
anyway. The brick makers paid there 
are not enough brick in the county to 
put up the building and ft was getting 
too late to burn more." 
' • 


After further discupeion^the quest!' 


•was put to a vote. Church, Cuinuiings 
end Hadsell voted ajiamet reconsidering 
the board's action in purchasing the 
Terry block, and Eden and. Gallagher 
voted in favor of it." Tbe motion wan 
declared lost. 


The board now etanda in a very 


peculiar position on this question. Bidf 
lor the construction of the building will 
be in on October 8th, and tho board 
does not know where they will put the 
building, UK it is not at alt probable that 
they will build where tbe title is in 
Question, and while it threaten^ further 
delay. A motion to allow the owners 
two days to perfect the tittle or to give 
ESS u rant* in the way of a bond that it 
will b*; perfected, was lost.

There are indications that within 


few days a highbinder war will be in- 
augurated in Chinatown that will fur- 
uif h plenty of work for the coroner. It 
is no petty feud or struggle for the pos- 
session of eome wretched female chat- 
tel, hut a etruiiiile for supremacy be- 
tween two of the most powerful compa- 
nies in Chinatown. All that prevents 
the matter irom being brought to a cri- 
sis is tbe absence of the leading gun 
fighter of one of tbe companies, who ia 
at present in Stockton testifying in a 
oiurder case. 


The following facts were gathered by 


a REPUIIMCAN reporter from a reliable 
source in Chinatown and may be ab=o 
Intel}* depended on. There are two 
companies or combinations now in ac- 
tive antagonism. One ia the Sam Yap, 
which is a company properly eo called, 
completely organized, and well supplied 
with funds. The other affair, the Seo 
Yap, is not properly a company, but a 
combine, of three small companies, viz., 
tbe time King, the Hop Wah and the 
Ning Yung. Besides these there is tui 
Yang Wah company, making six in all, 
but the last amounts to very little. The 
Sam Yap is the strongest of all the com- 
panies and nearly equal numerically to 
the three forming tbe See Yap com 
bine. 


Some time ago when the big Jpsi 


house waa built tbe companies running 
gambling games (which embraces nil tbe 
six mentioned) agreed to pay acontrimi- 
tion of eo much per week from 
the 


jroflts of the cames and lotteries toward 
.viping out the debt on the erMtiou of 
the building. 
Things went on very 


ernoothly for a long time aud the debt 
was being gradually canceled when the 
Sam Yap company without notice built 
a Joes house of its own, and refused to 
contribute further toward paying off tbe 
debt on the other. 


The smaller companies were prompt 


to act. The See Yap combine, sup- 
ported by the YUDR Wall, has declared 
a boycott on the Sam Yap games, and 
liaa four spies out to spot all the Chinese 
ivho attend them. The patrons of tlie 
Sam Yup games are not only "spotted" 
but they get a warning of which every 
Dhinese'knowe too wel! tbe meaning. It 
is a matter of grim earnest with a skull 
md croaa bones attachment that they 
liave to deal with. II a Chinese con- 
tinues to play in the forbidden quarters 
after being warned, he is very liable to 
"point a moral and adorn a tale" with- 
out a moment's notice. Not only have 
the "spies" strict injunctions to warn 
the gambling patrons of tbe Ham Yap, 
but placards announcing the boycott are 
boldly pasted up wherever a Sam Yap 
game IB running. Asoneresul: of this 
only two of the six Sam Yap games ate 
now left in the field, the other four hav- 
ing closed frotn lar,k of patronage. This 
uas not diminished tbe number of game? 
in existence at the present time, for 
there are more camcs now in progress 
in Chinatown than at any time in the 
last two yeara. 


The fact of half a dozen highbinders 


shooting each other to death would no 
occasion any great outpouring of sorrow 
among tbe people of Fresno, but as 
while men and women living on thi 
west aide may be struck by the Hying 
bullets (for a highbinder on busines 
bent ia no respecter of persons) thii 
would appear to be au excellent Urn 
for a wholesale raid by the peace officer 
of the city and county on all the lottery 
and gambling dens in Chiuatowu. Tb 
cry may be raised that the gang ie ou 
for blackmail once again, but this fool 
kh clamor should not deter the authori 
ties from putting a stop to a cryin 
nuisance and evil before blood is shed

Duties of Teachers, Parents. Tax- 


payers aud the Ifroiile 


Generally. 


From the te\l found in 7.a\-lmriah, 


Stti chapter, 5th verse, "And the streets 
jf the city shall be full of boys and 
lirls," 
Kev. 
Collins 
last 
Sunday 


preached a sermon, of which the follow- 
ing U an epitome: 


The entire chapter from wim-h 1 take 


this test ia tilled with prophecy, of sue- 
cess, prosperity and peace. But with 
tbe words of this test alone I iiiiiet deal 
tonight. If we live until tomorrow we 
Blmll see this bit of prophecy fulfilled 
again in Fresno. Hoys and girls laden 
with books, toys and luncheon, will 
thrnng the streets, going to or coming 
from school. The large and small, the 
rich and the poor, the bright and the 
lull, the cood and the bad; yea the 
verv streets of our city will be full of 
boys and girls. The cause of tbe beau- 
tiful eight which will fiieet our eyea to. 
morrow is found in the fact that the day 
marks the opening of our public schools, 
a thing the parents should have de- 
manded 
at least three weeks ago. 


When we remember that three-fourths 
of the boya and girla leave school at ihe 
end of tho 6isth year's work, is it right 
to cut them down to thirty-five weeks 
per year, aud leave tbe majority of them 
to roam the streets, or play in the door- 
yards for seventeen weeks? 


The verv presence of these bays and 


girls in oiir midst at once becomes a 
serious matter, amounting to A problem, 
over the solution of which many gowl 
men and women have worn out their 
lives, and yet in many respects the 
problem remains unsolved, liladly do 
we acknowledge progress, 
wonderful 


progress, in the work of our public 
schools, but perfection has not yet been 
attained, if indeed it ever can be. 


There are three points involved in the 


problem of these loys and girls which 
intensities ita seriousness. 
First: 1 


would call your attention to their future 


D?sil»ilitie.-f. These, are peculiar times, 


..jade so by peculiar peoplo and their 
peculiar methods. We are beginning to 
feel and realize what were to past gener- 
ations future possibilities. Loose mor- 
als; loose regard for family ties, loose 
regard amounting almost to contempt 
f,ir law, the political trickery and deala 
wtiich blacken our country's name, tbo 
rapid increase of crime and a host of 
kindred evila all had their origin in, and 
received their impetus from, the boys 
and girls who filled tbe streets of citiea 
in generatiotia gone by. And the soil 
in which all this dark and undesirable 
:rop has grown and flourished has been 
Fertilized tiy ;i loose regard for, or an 
open defiance of the laws of heaven. 
That the public schools have contributed 
their full portion to the prevalent loose- 
ness of tbe present day tuere can be no 
doubt in any fair mind. 


"The boy ia father to the man," and 


whatever comes within the reach of 
man's ability must be classed within 
tbe reach of the boy's possibilities. Iu 
considering this point let us remember 
that "a roan in one nvpect maybe a 
mist, a withering flower. In another 
ie is gigantic, immeasurable, immortal; 
and he is never so great as when dis- 
ciplined iu all his powers and uplifted 
jy noble aspirations. 
"Governments, 


•tligion, property, books," said Hum- 
boldt, "arc nothing but tbe scaffolding 
to build a man. Earth holds up to her 
maker no iruit but the finished man." 
•Mankind," said Kossuth, "hasbut one 
single object—mankind itself; and tbat 
object has but one single instrument— 
mankind again." The prayer oi everv 
American should continually be, "0 
God, give us men." 


It ia because of the womierful possi- 


bilities wrapt up in the future of the 
boys and girls, who will tomorrow fill 
our streets, and throng our scuool- 
rcoais that leads me to say, secondly, 
:hat an immense responsibility rests 
upon the shoulders of tbe parents and 
:axpayer3 oi the city. That the citizens 
and taxpayers mean to meet their re- 
sponsibility is attested by the fact tbat 
no proposition to bond the city or ap- 
propriate money for use of the public 
•choola has ever been defeated. Not 
only has every such proposition been 
carried, but always almost by a practic- 
ally unanimous vote. They have selected 
representative men to manage the 
schools. 


But tbe "cold metallic consideration" 


in the form of liberal appropriations ia 
only one side of tbe question, and in no 
sense can it be substituted for the warm, 
heart-throbbing interest which should 
be manifested in these boys and girls by 
occasional visits to the schoolroom, and 
words of commendation and encourage- 
ment to tlie teachers. 


Weighty responsibilities rest upon the 


parents aa parents. Yuur boys and 
girla will help Sll the streets and throng 
the schoolrooms tomorrow, and the 
character of their school work will de- 
pend somewhat upon you at1 well as 
upon the teacher. Does the child com- 
plain because of Fome branch of study 
in the course, and do you decide, and GO 
say to the child that that study may be 
omitted? If EO, you have wronged both 
child and, teacher, and only time can 
lell huw eeriuudly the child has been 
wronged. You have an obligation to 
the, teacher which involves and will 
settle all the obligations you owe to 
your child in the matter; but in m 
sense does your obligation to the chili 
involve nor will it settle, your -obligatioi 
to the teacher. 
If you think that a cer- 


tain study should be omitted, ur any 
deviation made from tbe regular course, 
or should nny matter of discipline ari:f 
you should stHtle it with the teaclitr 
ami let the teacher settle it. with your 
child. Any other methiid is unjust to 
the teacher and positively injurious to 
the child. 


Do your boys and girls repeatedlj 


come home fro Ji school tilled with mur- 
uiurings aud complaints? Keep a goot 
well oiled strap handy; for, nine times 
out of ten, the only sure, eafe and sud- 
den cure for this murmuring and com- 
plaining disease ia a vigorous, earnes 
application of such u strap. Again '. 
remark that these boys and girls in our 
midst are a very Perion? matter lo us 
because of the responsibilities which 
their future possibilities crowd upon us 
and this responsibility is intcnsiticd bj 
the fact that larjje avenues of oppor 
tunity open before us 
These boys am 


girls are in the streets on their way to 
school to get an education. They y«t it 
Education is the development of charac- 
ter — character in it3 mental, mora 
and physical &idr>s. 


Everything educates. The smallest 


part of it comes from books. The 
moral atmosphere of the streets, plaj 
grounds and tcliool rooms is far more 
powerful 
in 
educatim: — developing 


character—than the instruction of text 
books. Indeed, only the smallest part 
of an education comes from text books 
Most of it comes unbicfden througl 
fingera, eara and eyea. Everything the 
child comes in contact with educates. 
One of our greatest opportunities ia to 
aee that thepe unconscious, yet powerful 
educational influencfca are rijtht. If wo 
cannot hinder the working of such in- 
lluencea we can at least strive to matte 
them right and ins'it thattlmy he right. 


Character is the imperative demand 


of tbe timcB in civil, politii;nl and in re- 
ligious life, and for thia reason the im- 
parting and developing of character 
should be the firet aim nf our educator*. 
I do not wish to justify the taxpavt-i 
who feels, or acts as though hfl fi-els, 
that he lias met his obligations to tlioen 
boya and 
girla when ho hue paid 


his taxea, or the parent who tWle 
that ho baa met hifl obligations by send- 
ing the children to school, thus at- 


tempting to unload their 
rapontibUity 
I 


upon thorn who have more direct entree i 
of the school work. But that meh IB 
the case I do not hesitate to assert. The 
teacher must make the beat of it. To a 
very great extent the teacher becomes 
lite creator of thu child's vhamctwr; and 
in the present opportunity of the teach- 
er may be found the future character 
and possibilities of the boys and girls 
who till our streets inoruim;, uoon and 
evening. I would say a word to the 
teacher plainly yet kindly. 


Why do you teach? Is it because you 


nef d tho money'.' If you have no higher 
motive in your work let me ask of you. 
in bfhalf ui the boys and £trJs, that you 
resign at once,and tind s^me other posi- 
tion in which to make your biead and 
butter. If teaching is to you a matter 
oi cold metallic necessity, the only ones 
to bo pitied more than you are your 
scholar*. If you have no higher motive 
for teaching, no matter what scholastic 
qnalitii-ations yon may possess, the char- 
acter you will impart and mold will be 
of a low grade, and you cannot for any 
money consideration afford to dwarf 
their lives. 


Why do you teach? Is it because yon 


fouud the profefitiion eminently respect- 
able, and that us a teacher you could 
move in the !>esl society? If so, resinii 
at once! The boys and girls in our pub- 
lic schools may be, yes, should be, the 
altar upon which the teacher should 
offer himself a living sacrifice, hut under 
no consideration should they be made 
the stairway over which teachers may 
climb from one social position to an- 
other. Yet I doubt not there are teach- 
ers who do that very thing. 


My dear friend, unless you teach be- 


cause God baa called you to teacb; un- 
iess you accept these boya and girls as 
Hod's special charge committed to you ( 
against a certain day of reckoning; im-j 
less you recognize in them your (.-io.i ' 
given opportunity in life, aud unlt'.-d 
they become to yon the altar of servifO 
upon which you, in the true spirit of de- 
votion seek to offer yourself a living 
sacrifice, I warn you that you are out of 
place in the school room, and the mis- 
chief you have worked are still working 
ind which you will continue to work by 
insisting upon teaching, only eternity 
lan reveal. A heart full of lova main- 
tested in the face, voice, act or touch, is 
as necessary to true teaching as i= * 
well trained and stored mind. No one 
else will be more responsible for the 
character of the men aud women into 
which these hoys and yirls will grow 
:han the teacher.

How the Prices Have Hot Been 


Had* Better. 


The weekly circular cent out by Jacob 


Vwtluer.a wool broker of San Francisco, 
dated September 22d, is important, as 
showing which way the wind blows. 
The circular is as followR: 


'Our local market for wool has been 


quiet for the last week. Some fall wools 
have been selling to scourers at about 
last year's prices. There have been no 
orders received for eastern account by 
Inkers or shipjx'w. F^stern markets 
jvp.>ite<.l for thu \v<fk Hales of 0,041,550 
pound at May and June prices. London 
e.th'S, which commenced last Wednes- 
day, are disappointing to the Amor-can 
wool grower, having advanced 5 per 
ivnt, instead of 15 to 20 per cent as an- 
ticipated. 


•• I'hft quotations are: Spring Califor- 


nia, Nevada and Oregon, very little on 
luiiuland prices nominal; Southern fall 
ntaiu, according to condition, oti:5c; 
Southern mountain,according;toshrink- 
age, 5(1?7c; Northern mountain, accurd- 
in^r to shrinkage, 5(J7,'i'.c; Hum bold t 
and Mendocino fall, 7(« S.'V."

Free 
tmde is ruioin; the industry, notwith- 
standing the fact that everybody of im- 
portance wishes it to be otherwise.

Work, for Women's Hauds. 


M. Tarpinian, Who Accidentty Shot 


Himself, Expires. 


M. Tarpinian, the Armenian who 


cidently shot himself Sunday afternoon 
while loading a pistol, died shortly after 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
The 


wound was not thought to be very seri- 
ous at lirst, but the patient began to 
sink yesterday and soon expired. Hern- 
'norrhage of the lungs was the immed- 
iate cause of death. The bullet had 
passed through the lungs. 


Nothing new waa brought out at tho 


inquest yesterday. S. U. Melchonian, 
nho was with him when tbe pistol was 
discharged, testified to facts the. same us 
published at the time of the accident. 
Phe injured man made a dying state- 
ment in the presence of Frank Lamng, 
as a notary public. He said he was 
loading the pistol, not knowing that 
one 
of 
the 
chambers was already 


loaded, and it was the cartridge in this 
chamber which aecitlently 
exploded. 


He said that Melchonian was in no way 
to blame for the shooting, as it was an 
iccident caused by himself. Dr. E. 0. 
Dunn testified as to the nature of the 
wound and to the immediate cause oi 
death. The verdict rendered waa tbat 
the deceased came to bis death from a 
gunshot wound accidently inflicted by 
iiis own hands. 


ROUSING REEDLEY MEETING. 


From Wednesday's Daily 


As a rule it takes anything from half 


au hour to half a week to gain an in- 
sight into the operations of a factory, 
even ou the small scale, but he must be 
a very poor observer, and poaaeteed of 
t-ery little intelligence, who cannot go 
through a packiug house in ten minutes 
,nd understand everything that is going 
in. It 
took a KEi'i'RLK'AN reporter 


ust about that time to go clean through 
every detail of the operaticns at the 
>acking bouse of the Fresno County 
growers' and Packer3'_Asaoi;iiitiou, cor- 
icr of Ventura and II street, yester- 
day. 


The description shall be as brief as 


;he trip. First the raisins in sweat- 
joses, just as thev came from tbe vine- 
,-ard, after drying on the trays, were 
passed in. at "the, door, checked and 
.traded. Three grades were established, 
lepending on the eizo and condition oi 
the berries, and styled No. 1, No. 2, 
No. 3, the tirst being the best. On the 
left of the doorway a stemmer waa at 
work removing the sterna from loose 
raisins, the latter afterwards fallirg into 
suitable receptacles, in three sizes, 
avoiding all bother of sorting or hand 
picking. Tbe stems and refuse were 
:ollected in the rear and periodically 
carted away to be used as fuel in the 
!urnace. 


The sweat boxes containing the raie- 


ms were removed to the awcat room, 
where they are espoged for a certain 
period, say twelve hours, to steam heat, 
which causes the fruit to cling tightly to 
Lhe stems. 


The raisins after being taken out of 
e sweat room are passed to tbe female 


employes who pack them into little 
drawers with a moveable bottom, called 
"forms," each 
drawer holding five 


pounds, and four filling a 20-pound box. 
As each is filled, it is checked and placed 
to the credit of the operative, so that 
all mistakes aud disputes are avoided. 
About eixty of the cirls were at work in 
this particular packing house yesterday, 
but the number may rise to 200 or more 
in the busy part of tbe season, which 
commences next week. About 100 men 
are likewise employed, Tbe women's 
work 19 quite light and pleasant, the 
quarters are airy and there is plenty of 
elbow room. The working hours arc 
ten hours a day, with au hour for lunch. 


The raisins are branded according to 


size, the smallest aa 2-crown, the nest 
3-crown (the common standard) the 
next 4-crown, the next theDeheaaor 
5-crown, and lastly the Imperial, or 
6-crown. Just aa fast aa tbe boxes are 
filled, inspected and marked with the 
inspector's brand, they are wheeled 
away to the rear of the packing house, 
and stowed away on the cars, tbe rail- 
road track being at such a distance be- 
low the lloor of the packing IIOUEU that 
the floors of the car i and of tho house 
are on the eame level. A carload con- 
tain-! about 24.000 pounds of raisins, and 
the way thpae cars are filled and hurried 
off to the Hast ia something surprising 
to behold. 


This is the whole business oE a pack- 


ing house in the busy season told in a 
few words. It looks literally as easy as 
shelling peas, but the amateur (inda he 
bus a heap to learn when he undertakes 
to imitate ihe handiwork of the girls. U 
ia like Pat's reply when asked if he 
could play the vio'in. lie said no, but 
thought he could if he tried. Packing 
r.iieina is not ue hard to matter as the 
violin, but it takes more than ono 
"try."

For eevernl weeks past, iKTsifiteut 
uiuora have obtained circulation that 
ie rose-colored reports furnished by 
ie State of California Itaisin Growers' 
ud Packers' Company to the press 
which is excluded from tbe meetings) 
vere not warranted hy facts. 
The 


umorb have albo steadily jwiinted to u 
rtsia, when the time came for the pack- 
rs to put up their certiiled checks. The 
uicial announcement that the required 
aiain acreage had been secured, made 
ix weeka ago, waa contradicted ten days 
igo by an official admission that tbe 80 
>er cent had not been secured. At the 
ast directors' meeting it was announced 
hat all the packers had put up their 
certified checka and that the combine 
was in regular working shape. 


It was therefore a paiuful surprise to 


nany growers when a report cpread 
yesterday that the packers' end of the 
u alter ia still in bad shape, and that two 
inns had been declared out of the com- 
bine for not liavinn complied with the 
requirements. 


The report was verified by a state- 


ment obtained from J. M. Collier, secre- 
ary of thn combine, last evening. Mr. 
'oilier said there had been no meeting 
of the directors during the day, but that, 
,wo lirms had been ruled out by expira- 
iou of the time limit fixed by u rerolu- 
ion passed at the last directors' uieet- 
ng. Thia resolution was to the effect 
hat all packers' checks must be up by 
loon on Wednesday, said checka to lie 
.iroperly certified by the bank on which 
Irawn and indorsed to the association. 


Two packing lirnis had not complied 


with this requirement, namely, the Pro- 
ducers' Raisin Tacking Company, of 
which J. H* Kelle-y is the president, and 
the Fresno Fruit Tacking Comnany, of 
which A. F. Tenney ia the preaident. 
3y virtue of the terms fof the resolution 
:hey were declared out of the associa- 
.ion and the graders were withdrawn 
row their packing houses. 
The afternoon paper, iu giving an 


account of the matter, printed some 
semi-editorial comments in which the 
:oliowiiig paragraphs appear: 


"There has been a persistent effort ou 


the part of the guerrillas to break down 
tbe association, and the effort is just 
now more persistent than ever. 
The 


reason for this ia that packers outside of 
the combine are getting little to do, and 
if they can by any means stampede tbe 
association they will have a better 
chance at the spoils. 


"Let the growers stand firm and stay 


with the association and association 
lackers. Don'tbe deceived by tbeseout- 
«ide rumors. If these stories were for 
rour financial benefit these men would 
jot be packing them to you free of 
:lmrge. Tbe guerrillas are not engaged 
n any such philanthropic work, titand 
)v tlie association and don't get rattled. 
If you do, you will lose your money 
when you lose your head." 


The paragraphs, coupled with the 


statement thr.t "growers belonging to 
,he association would understand at 
once the necessary course to take to pro- 
tect themselves," caused H. D. Colaon

CANDIDATES FOR REFORM. 


Disobedient Children nnd Some of 


the Causes. 


EDITOR REI'PUI.H'AS:—Pome time ago 


I was present in one of the justice t-ourta 
of thia city when a man and hia wife 
entered, and waiting till there waa a 
lull in business, the man walked up to 
tbe Judge's desk and announced his 
business about as follows: 
"We thought we would come up and 


see you about our boy. We can do 
nothing with him, and we would like to 
tiave him sent to the reform school, and 
we don't know exactly how to go about 
:t." 


The Judge gave tbe man a hard, 


searching look, and then cast a glance 
at hia wife, and asked: 


"How old is your boy V" 
"He is 8 years old." 
"Why can't you make him mind?' 
"Well, we havedoneall we can with 


iiiui, and it does no good. Ue does jus' 
aa he pleases, and we can't turn him, i 
;bink it would be better to seud him to 
the reform school." 


The Judge informed them that it ...... 


not probable they could have, the lad 
sent to the reform school, because be 
was so young. They stood and argued 
nwhile, and finally left the court room 
in a disappointed atate of mind. 


When they had gone I talked with 


the justice about it, and he informed me 
that it was by no means an unusual 
thing for parents to apply to the court 
here in Fresno to have their children 
sent to the reform school, and in so do- 
ing they invariably give as their excuse 
for what they knew is not a creditable, 
request, that they are unable to govern 
their children. 


Tbe law which allows parents to thus 


send their children to a reform auhool. 
if it cioea so allow them, is wrong. The 
pareuta should be sent and the children 
kept at home. When parents admit 
that they are unable to govern their 
children under 15 years old, it is an ad- 
mission tbat there ia something wrong 
with the parents. They are tbe ones 
who need reforming, and not the ch:l- 
dren. Tbere are no doubt many chil- 
dren hard to manage; but it ia a ques- 
tion if, in moat cages, they were nol 
made BO by the treatment which they 
received from their parents. 
Some 


well-raised children are found who 
never have received much corporal pun- 
ishment; others have received plenty ol 
it and were not ruined by it; ao, it is not 
a question of the amount of whipping a 
child receives or does not receive. 
Bat 


no child ever wan well raised who was 
not taught obedience. 


After leaving the justice court and go- 


ing up Mariposa street, I saw a kinder- 
garten of disobedience. The child waa 
then about two and a half yeara old. 
At 10 or 12 it will be another example 
like that in the justice court. The 
parents will be unable to do anything 
with it, and will want the state to takf 
it off their hands. The mother was 
leading this child along Mariposa street. 
Tho child did not want to go that way, 
but wanted to go auother. It pulled 
back 
and 
acreamed. 
The 
mother 


dragged it hy the arm a quarter of a 
block. It yelled and pulled back. The 
mother scolded it, threatened it, coaxed 
it, but it still pulled uack and howled 
till it whipped ita mother out, and ahe 
went back: with it. That f.hild should 
have been spanked. When a child ia 
that young it should understand that 
its parents' will ia absolute law, from 
which there is no appeal, and that ita 
first and, only duty is obedience to ita 
larents. H this were done with young 
children there would be no occasion for 
sending them to tbe reform school when 
they are. larger.
